The unfortunate 
man usually disappears from view in tie 
midst of the excited throng, all thrusting 
tickets at him, and dilating upon the su- 
perior advantages of their respective 
routes, and emerges, perhaps, some five 
or ten minutes later, with his hat stove 
in, the most of his coat buttons gone, a 
pocket full of tickets over half a dozen 
different lines, and a countenance ex- 
pressive of anything but a religious state 
of mind. The mouth of an average ticket 
agent, when talking railroad, can travel 
about six times as fast as an engine going 
down grade, and this remarkable quali- 
fication sometimes gets them into trouble, 
as most any man will fight before he will 
be talked to death. The ticket agents 
are the politest and most sympathetic 
men in the world. Widows and orphans 
are especial objects of attention. When 
every other inducement has failed, an 
agent has even been known to offer to 
rovide a widow with a husband as an 
inducement to goover his line.

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He said that the enterprise which called 
them together was an important one, not 
only in its relations to northeast Georgia, 
but to other portions of the state. He 
then showed that you cannot enrich one 
portion of the state without benefiting all, 
and that while this is regarded as a local 
enterprise and is such in one sen:e, yet in 
the bioader sense of patriotism aud state 
‘pride itis not local. 

The history of railroads and their effects 
upon other industr.es and the valce of prop- 
erty was t:aced from the building of the 
first railroads—etatistics being adduced 
from many sources. Among these he re- 
ferred to the rapid rise of land along some 
of the western railroads—the Air-Line in 
our state, &c. He followed the efforts 
to secure cheap transportation and the sp- 
proachesto the present railroad system, 
from the old Egyptian granite tracks and 
Rowan Apian way through all the stages of 
wood, p‘g iron, fish-belly, to bare and 
wrought rails, down to the present T rail. 
He showed that tothe south and to &outh 
Carolina belonged the honor of having 
placed upon a railroad the first double four 
wheel locomotive trucks and long -passen- 
ger cars in the world. He then pictured 
the present extent of the railroad system, 
intersecting every civilized country, tun- 
nelling hills, bridging rivers, spanning val. 
leys, leveling mountains and on this conti- 
nent reacbing from the rising to the setting 
sun, 

He cid not believe northeast Georgia 
would be behind in this work. He believed 
they would build this narrow guage road. 
He knew they were poor--we are ail 
poor. Poverty was the war’s legacy; but it 
was also now rathera badge of honor and 
of devotion to the cause of conscience and 
country. Poor men, he did not forget, 
often made the great men of a country and 
their posterity secured the country’s pros- 
perity. They could build the road if they 
would. One-tenth of the increase it will 
bring to their property wil! build and equip 
sucn a road twice over.

And her aspir- 
ing pretensions would be ridiculous, but 
for the fact that she always made them sub- 
limely practical, The day was coming 
when along these valleys of even northeast 
Georgia the whirr of the spindle and the 
hum of smelting furnaces would mingle 
with the music of her water-falls. Who are 
to feed these manufacturers? The West? 
He then showed what a suicidal policy had 
been pursued in shipping produce from 
abroad, and that north Georgia ought to be 
our west. Heshowedthatin six months of 
one year the western and Atlantic railroad 
had carried into Atlanta from the west over 
54,000,000 pounds of bacon, 2,000,000 bush- 
els of corn, 16,000 mules and horses, &c. 
This was ashame, when the statistics of 
1860 show that the soutth was the great 
corn section of the country, and that during 
the war N. E. Georgiaandeven southwest 
Georgia was the Egypt ofthe confederacy. 
He said northeast Georgia must build this 
road and develop their resources, and flil 
this demand. 
He showed the condition of 
Europe to be like a great magezine, 
resdy to flame and blaze into universal war, 
and that if her 5,000,000 of soldiers werc to 
come into conflict, the €emand for bread- 
stuffs will be greatly increased. For this 
reason and others North East,Georgia ought 
to develope all her resources to aidin sup- 
plying not only domestic but foreign mar- 
ets. 
He must not be misunderstood in urging 
independence ofthe west. He wished us 
to bindthe west to the south. They are 
bound together not only by the great rivers 
and railways(and he hoped this road will 
form another chain between these sections) 
but by the strongest sympathies. He did 
not love the west less but Georgia more;and 
that great section, which was fast becoming 
the center of population and political power, 
was one with us in interest. He showed 
how an unfijendly tariff and financial policy 
weré an nistic to both; and developed 
the financial policy, in which, he said, some 
of his friends hadat one time differed witn 
him; but he was now rejoiced to see the 
west, and even Pennsylvania, uniting upon 
it. He saidthat the results which he had 
anticinated in his speech on finance, in the 
senate, had already developed themselves; 
and thet the people or party who attempted 
to sustain the partial and oppressive nation- 
al bank s would goto the wall in the 
end. He felt much less Jonely now than be 
did when he first raised his voice against 
thatiniquitous system. He said that this 
tremendous agency for the oppression of 
the producing classes would not remain as 
the permanent policy of the government. 
He showed what proportion of the popula- 
tion of the United States were agricultu- 
rists, and how small aninfluence they had 
hitherto exerted, or sought to exert, upon 
the legislation of the country. 
He said industrial progress was fast be- 
coming the prime objects of the practical 
statesmanship of the age, and he wished 
Georgia toobtain whatever nore enlezitimate- 
ly results frum the no on — bt 
had a great — , . f the 
world were spread out before him, he would
